JON THE RECENT VISIT OF VENEZUELAN PRESIDENT-ELECT 



HUGO CHAVEZ TO COLOMBIA. THE COLOMBIANS WERE PLEASED WITH THE 
VISIT AND WITH CHAVEZ. THEY HEARD POSITIVE MESSAGES ON PEACE AND 
BILATERAL RELATIONS. NOT SO WEL RECEIVED, HOWEVER, WERE CHAVEZ ' S 
COMMENTS ON VENEZUELA ENTERING INTO DIRECT TALKS WITH MERCOSUR. 
WHILE CHAVEZ WAS A PLEASANT SURPRISE TO THE BUSINESS COMMUNITY IN 
MOST AREAS, HIS POSITION ON MERCOSUR HAS CAUSED CONCERN IN BOTH 
PRIVATE AND GOVERNMENT CIRCLES. CHAVEZ ALSO LOOKED TO THE 
COLOMBIANS FOR GUIDANCE ON POLITICAL REFORM AND ON RELATIONS WITH 
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THE UNITED STATES. END SUMMARY.

4. (C) DURING HIS MEETINGS WITH GOC OFFICIALS, CHAVEZ CATEGORICALLY 
DENIED RUMORS WHICH SURFACED DURING THE CAMPAIGN THAT HE HAD BEEN 
IN CONTACT WITH COLOMBIAN GUERRILLA GROUPS. CHAVEZ CLAIMED THAT HE 
HAD NO DIFFERENCES WITH THE GOC ON THEIR HANDLING OF EITHER THE 
PEACE PROCESS IN GENERAL OR THE SEVERAL GUERRILLA GROUPS. HE 
REITERATED HIS BELIEF THAT VENEZUELA HAD A VESTED INTEREST IN 
SEEING THE COLOMBIAN PEACE PROCESS MOVE FORWARD. CHAVEZ'S PUBLIC 
COMMENTS ON THE PEACE PROCESS WERE SUPPORTIVE OF THE GOC'S EFFORTS 
AND OF PRESIDENT PASTRANA PERSONALLY AND WERE WELL RECEIVED IN 
COLOMBIA.

CHAVEZ ASKED FOR INFORMATION ON HOW COLOMBIA' S

MECHANISM USED TO CONVENE THE 1991 CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY 
(CONSTITUYENTE) IN COLOMBIA THAT LED TO A NEW CONSTITUTION. CHAVEZ
